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In presenting our annual report it is not necessary to enter 
into any extended remarks on our educational system which is 
substantially the foundation stone of all our institutions. The 
education of the people is the guardian of our liberties, and it 
becomes us then to prize and cherish them. If we would have 
our children good citizens, useful men and women, we should 
try and raise our schools to as high a standard as possible, for 
it is the early training in the school-room that is to shape their 
destinies and give them character when they arrive at man and 
womanhood. 

Then how necessary it is when selecting our teachers that we 
vet those of a high order of intelligence who will have the good 
of our schools at heart. We think we have been very fortunate 
the past year in securing such teachers, and our schools have 
been of sufficient length for every scholar to have made good 
progress if so disposed. We are sorry in looking over our reg 
isters to notice the ahsence of so many of the pupils. We 
hope that the parents will awake to the necessity of knowing, 
that their children are in the sch ol-room during school hours. 
We feel that there should be a reform in this matter of non- 
attendance. 
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The law requires that each and every scholar should have a 
certain amount of schooling, and we hope it will not be neces- 
sary to enforce it in this town. 


VILLAGE SCHOOL. 


Teacher, Miss Gertrupe M. Dearsorn, of Concord,, nine 
weeks. Wages, $29 per month including board. Whole num- 
ber of pupils, 41; average attendance, 33; Pupils not absent, 
4. This was Miss Dearborn’s first attempt at teaching and, 
although this is a large school, peace and harmony prevailed 
and good progress was made ip all branches. 

Teacher second and third terms of 10 and 8 weeks, Muss 
Nerrig F. Currier, of South Danbury... Wages, $33 per 
month, including board. Whole number of pupils second term, 

41; average attendance, 28; whole number third term, 40; av- 
erage, 31; not absent, 4. Miss Currier is every way qualified 
to do honor to the place she so well fills, being a fine instructor, 
and one who gets the good will of her pupils. Her former rep- 
utation being fully sustained. . 


CENTRE SCHOOL. 


Teacher first and second term of nize and ten weeks, Miss 
Bertua O. Cawxrey,:«f Hill. Wages, $28 per month, includ- 
ing board. Whole number pupils first term, 25; average attend- 
ance, 18. Whole, number second term, 28; average atten- 
danee, 19. ‘This teacher is too well known in town for much 
comment; but her school showed a readiness to answer ques- 
tions and perform problems which is seldom seen in our schools. 
The various classes were thoroughly drilled. In Colburn’s 
Mental Arithmetic they excelled. 

Teacher third term of eight weeks, Mr. A. S. BotstEer, of 
Madison. Wages, $29 per month, including board. Whole 
number of pupils, 18; average attendance,’ 14. Mr. Bolster 
seemed interested in his school and required thoroughness in all 
branches. His questions were plain and explanations instruc- 
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tive. If this school would be more regular in attendance bet- 
ter progress could be made.
